May it please your Grace, 

I had the -honour of submitting, on the 31st July, 1874, a Return of the acreage 
under Flax in 1873 and 1874, and on the 14th of August following, General Abstracts, 

•showino - the extent under the various crops, and the number of live stock in 1873 and 
1874, by Counties and Provinces; the Abstracts also contained an Appendix in which 
were given extracts from the works of the late Sir John Sinclair, Professor Buckman, 
and other eminent writers, as to the great importance of extirpating weeds. I beg 
now to bring under your Grace’s consideration, Tables which give the estimated average 
produce of the principal crops, and the total emigration from Ireland in 1874. 

The Tables relating to the average produce of the crops per acre, have been, carefully Mode of col- 
compiled, as in former years, from information obtained by members of the Royal Irish gJJJ™ 
Constabulary and of the Metropolitan Police, from practical farmers, and other persons Prodnce . 
qualified to form an opinion as to the yield in that electoral division, with the cultivation 
and soil of which they were acquainted. The names and residences of the parties affording 
information are stated by the Enumerators on the forms supplied to them. 

Copies of these Returns were forwarded to the Chairman and Board of Guardians of 
each Union, for revision, and I have the satisfaction of stating, that out of o,438 the 
entire number of electoral divisions in Ireland— Returns revised or approved by the 
Guardians* have been received for 2,675 electoral divisions. 

The acreage under crops published in the -General Abstracts has been carefully 
revised also the figures used in the calculations, so tnat the following Tables are as 
approximately accurate as can be expected in returns of this description. 

The acreage under crops in 1874, as compared with 1873, shows in cereal crops a 
decrease undtr oats of 30,075 acres, and in barley of 18,507 acres ; and an increase under 
wheat of 20,424, and of bere and rye of 677 acres. In green crops potatoes decreased by 
10,837 acres, but a greater yield afforded a large increase in the total produce of that crop for 
1874 ; turnips decreased by 14,260 acres. In other crops flax decreased by 22,390 acres, 
mangel wurzel increased by 37 acres, cabbage by 5,069 acres and hay by 68,431 acres. 

The crops which show an increased estimated average produce per acre m 1874, com- 
pared with 1873, are— wheat 3'7 cwt., oats 0'7 cwt., barley 8 -8 cm., bere 28' cwt., rye 
0-9 cwt., potatoes 1*0 ton, turnips 0*5 ton, mangel wurzel 0*6 ton, cabbage 1 0 ton, and 

A fla in 2 the S Sirf total produce of cereal crops there is an increase of 580,729 quarters ; 
in wheat the increase is 218,062 quarters, in oats 246,269 quarters, in harley 111,861 
quarters, in bere 1,005 quarters, and in rye 3,532 qua: rtera In yrem crops— pota^ toes 
increased by 868,545 tons, mangel wurzel ^ 24 , 6.2 tons cabbage by 81 -21 tons, and 
hay by 155,125 tons. Turnips decreased by 22,275 tons and flax by 1,806 tons

is given the total extent under the principal crops, the total produce, and the estimated 
average yield per acre, for each year from 1851 to 1874, inclusive. 

There can be no doubt that if due attention were bestowed on the destruction of weeds 
the lands of Ireland would afford a largely increased yield; but, unfortunately, luxuriant 
crops of weeds , which are to be seen in almost every part of the country during Summer 
and Autumn not only rob the farmer himself, but often inflict a vast amount of injury on 
his neighbour. It has been estimated that the money loss to this country from the above 
cause exceeds a million and a half sterling.

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METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS. Meteorologi- 

In connexion with the Agricultural Statistics, I beg to give the following abstract rations^ 
(Table VI.) of the Meteorological Observations registered at the Ordnance Survey Office, 
in the Phoenix Park, during the year 1874, for which I am indebted to the courtesy of 
Colonel Wilkinson, R.E. 

The barometer stood highest in 1874 on the 6th of. March, at- 9.30 p.m. — wind calm — 
when it was 30*821 inches ; it was lowest at 3.30 p.m. on the 1 1th of December — wind 
W. — when it was 28*595 inches. The highest temperature of the air during the year was 
81*3 degrees of Fahrenheit, on July 18th, and the lowest 22*5 degrees, on February 5th. 

The greatest quantity of rain which fell in a day (24 hours) was 1*710 inches, on the 
13th August — the wind being calm. The point from which the wind prevailed was the 
W. ; it blew from that direction 119 days, with, an average pressure of 2*26 lbs. per 
square foot. The strongest wind was irom the S.W., on 27th March and 2nd April, 
when the pressure was 25 lbs. per square foot.

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SCUTCHING MILLS. 



On the important subject of Emigration from Ireland, and its causes, I venture to 
quote the following words as reported to have been spoken by your Grace at the Lord 
Mayor’s Banquet, on the 3rd of February last — 

* * * * * * 

« I believe that at the present moment the average wages of the agricultural labourer in most parts 
of Ireland are fully 10s. a week, and I know of some places where they are more; and though , < 
notwithstanding this increase of wages, which, comparing the prices of the two countries, are fully 
equal to 12s. in England, we have still a large drain of emigration to lament ; yet it is satisfactory to 
know that during the past year the number of persons emigrating has decreased by, I believe, 
something like 17,000 persons. But, my lord, I am strongly of opinion that the unsuitable _ dwelling 
of the agricultural labourer in this country is a stronger reason for his desiring to seek his fortune 
m a foreign country than any deficiency of wages ; and I trust that simultaneously with the 
increase of wages a more suitable style of dwelling — one more in accordance with the rising wealth 
of the country — may be in store for the agricultural labourer of the future.’’ 

These words cannot fail to attract general attention to the present condition of too 
many of the dwellings of the agricultural labourers in Ireland. 



SCUTCHING MILLS IN IRELAND. 



A Table is given, commencing at page 25, showing by Provinces, Counties, Baronies, 
Parishes and Townlands, the locality of every Mill for scutching Flax ; the number of 
Stocks and Handles in each ; and the period, in weeks, during which every Mill was 
at work, from the 1st of June, 1873, to the 31st of May, 1874. There were 1,380 of 
these Mills at the time the Statistics were collected, (in June, 1874,) of which 1,295 were in 
Ulster, — 25 in Leinster, — 31 in Munster, — and 29 in Connaught.

I beg you will be so good as to select for this ser 
vice Enumerators known to you for their intelligence 
and acquaintance with the parties resident in the 
Electoral Divisions for which the Returns are required. 
Instructions as to the method of filling the Forms 
are printed on them. Pray direct the Enumerators to 
pay particular attention to these instructions. 

From the friendly co-operation and assistance 
afforded to the Enumerators by all ranks and classes 
when collecting the Agricultural Returns for this 
year, I confidently trust that by making inquiries 
from the resident, Gentry, Clergy, and intelligent 
Farmers in the District, a valuable approximation will 
be arrived at as to the average Rates of Produce per Acre 
of tlie various kinds of Grain, Potatoes, and other 
Crops grown in the several Electoral Divisions ; — that 
being the object of this Return, — to which accuracy, 
as far as possible, can alone give any real value.

1. Iii filling in the Rate of Produce, the yield will 
be stated per Irish and also per English or Statute Acre, 
for each Crop, and the Enumerator will be careful 
to enter the Rale in the Weights (Act 25 and 26 Vie., 
cap. 76.) mentioned opposite to the respective Crops 
named on the other side of this Form. It is particu- 
larly to be borne in mind that the average yield per 
Acre is for the entire Electoral Division — not for any 
individual Farm or portion of the Electoral Division. 

2. One Form will be tilled by the Enumerator for 
each Electoral Division which is altogether within the 
Constabulary District ; for such Electoral Divisions 
as are in two or more Constabulary Districts, the 
Sub-Inspectors will arrange on which District the 
duty will devolve of obtaining the information, as it 
is very desirable that only one Form C be forwarded 
for each Electoral Division.

The Enume- 
rator is requested to reduce Irish, or Cunningham 
measure, by the Form supplied for that purpose, 
viz., Form H, which gives to the nearest quarter’ the 
equivalent English or Statute Measure; and no fraction 
less than one-quarter should be used in either the English 
or Irish column.
